ESTIGATING THE CONSULATES, 
roceedings in the case against George Seward 
—The Charges preferred, ete. 
Washington, March 11,—The Springer 
investigation of the Oriental Consulates, and 
articularly the consulate general at Shang- 
fai during the administration of George F. 
Seward, is beginning to assume formidable 
dimensions. ‘the committee have been in- 
formed, both by-’ Secretary Evarts and 
Scoretary Shérman, that’ all documents 
necessary to a most searching inquiry into 
the charges against this officer will bo placed 


at their disposal, either in the room of their | 


committee or in the department. Tho Ae- 
cretary of the Treasury having declined to 
ermit. any vouchers to leave the bureau, 
the committee will hold'a moeting for the 
inspootion in the Treasury. These vouchers 
‘pre. the seamen’s relict. accounts. of Mr 
Seward, ond which it is charged by Mr 
Phenix, who was mirshal at thet timo 
and now.2 witness, are. mostly bogua. The 
charge. upon which Mr Svward will be 
investigated is the use of the. seamen’s relief 
fund for his own porsonal gain ond in 
contravention of repented orders from the 
Secretary of the Treasury. At one time, it 
is charged, the amount exceeded $15,000, 
which was being lent out toprivate parties at 
two fe cant, amonth It is alleged that 
complaints were made to Lae Secretary 
of Stato, Wiliam Fl. fesrond. the, uncle £2. 
received his appointmont’ before he had 
redched the age of manhood, but they were 
ignored, and. that -no effort was made to 
compel him to. restore this large. sum of 


money, notwithstanding it was well known, 


to what use it. was applied, Nor waa it 


until after the passage of a special provision, : 


under. act of Congress, that the Treasury 
was able to compel obedience to the same 
laws which governed other consuls in the 
use of this money. ‘Tho second charge is the 
sole of the American fag to Chinese vessela, 
called. lorchas, for divers sums, through a 
commission house at Shanghai, The third 
is excessive charges inthe settlement of the 
estatesof deceased ‘American citizens by 
which their heirs were deprived of a large 
share of their inheritance...
